for winter

from past frost damage.

BEGIN ETHYL GAS INQUIRY 


Washington, May 20.—The scrutiny 
of the public health service was 
di­ 
rected today to ethyl gas to determine 
its merits and its dangers, if any, as 
a motor fuel. 
Officials of the health service, head­ 
ed by Surgeon General Cummin, met 
with representatives of companies in­ 
terested in manufacture of the gas, to 
inquire primarily into the contentions 
that ethyl gas is injurious to persons 
who come in contact with 
its fumes. 
Manufacture of ethyl gas, Dr. Rob­ 
ert Kehole of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati said, has developed to a point 
where the 
hazards 
in 
handling 
it 
have been reduced to a minimum. 
By the installation of proper ma­ 
chinery, he asserted, the 
use of the 
gas mask and a high rate of ventilat­ 
ing devices, the hazards presented in 
manufacture have been overcome to a 
large extent. 
Thomas Midgley, Jr., vice president 
of the Ethyl Gas Corporation, 
said 
his company had experienced trouble 
with the gas in its early stages of d**- 
velpoment, but that difficulties 
had 
been overcome and the gas could be 
handled safely if proper 
safeguards 
were taken. Mixture of the ethyl gas 
with gasoline, he added, presented no 
difficulty if carelessness in the hand­ 
ling were reduced to a minimum.

FROM NEW MADRID 


Leave No Idle Land 
Quite often farm ers fail to 
get 
stands on the crop first planted and 
as a result will leave some land lyin", 
idle through 
the 
rest 
of the year. 
This is poor business and extra 
ex­ 
pense. 
Should a stand of cotton or 
corn be lost and it gets too late 
in 
the season for these crops, then there 
are catch crops which c*n 
be 
used 
successfully 
and 
profitably on the 
land. 
Some of the more popular of these 
are: 
Cowpeas, soybeans, sunflowers, 
sudan grass, 
and 
millet. 
Cowpeas 
may be planted after oats or wheat 
have been taken from the ground and 
until way up in the summer as they 
require only from 75 to 90 days 
to 
mature. 
They make excellent hay al­ 
though somewhat hard to cure and 
can be threshed for the seed. The pop­ 
ular variety in New Madrid county is 
the New Era, although other varie­ 
ties such as 
the 
whippoorwill, 
are 
good. 
The black pea makes an 
ex­ 
cellent crop to plant in the corn for 
hogging down. 
The soybean is another crop 
that 
may be used as a catch crop. 
They 
require a longer growing season than 
the cowpeas, about 10 days, but make 
an excellent hay, equally as good as 
pea hay, 
and 
if allowed to mature, 
will thresh out much more than peas. 
Soybeans are also used to replant in 
the corn for hogging down purposes. 
Sudan grass may be planted from 
corn planting time on up to summer. 
It makes an excellent hay crop and is 
very good wfhen mixed with cowpeas 
or soybeans as it supports the run­ 
ning vines, making the mixture easy 
to cut and keeps the legume 
leaves 
from matting 
while 
curing. 
When 
only a single cutting is expected, the 
best time to cut is a little after full 
blossom, but where two cuttings are 
expected, 
the first 
should be made 
just when most of the plants 
are 
reaching full head. 
The first cutting 
will generally be ready in about 85 
days from 
seeding 
and the second 
about fifty days later. 
Sunflowers may also be used as a 
catch crop. 
In Southeast 
Missouri, 
sunflowers have been planted as lute 
as July 10 and good yields of seed ma­ 
tured, alt ho it is better to get in the 
crop earlier. 
The crop is handled in 
much the same way as corn. 
Theiv 
are two varieties of importance from 
the standpoint of seed production. The 
Mammoth 
Russian, 
a 
tall striped- 
seeded variety is 
most commonly 
grown and is most popular with the 
buyers. 
The Manchurian, a low va- 
rieyt with dark striped 
seed, is 
in­ 
creasing in favor among the growers, 
due somewhat to its early maturity 
and greater freedom from storm dam­ 
age. 
The millets make their best growth 
during warm weather and so are used 
largely as catch crops to be sown in 
May and June on 
land 
from w'hich 
oats or some other earlier crop 
has 
been gathered. There are several va­ 
rieties, the most important of which 
are: 
The Common 
H ungarian 
and 
the German. 
The Common is one of 
the 
most 
hardy, 
hearing 
severe 
drought with little injury, and makes 
a heavier yield than the others when 
grown on poor soil. The German mil­ 
let makes a much heavier yield than 
any of the others when grown on 
a 
moist, rich soil, although the hay is 
coarser and should never be allowed 
to become overripe.

TO BE CAREFULLY CHECKED

The petitions now being circulated 
throughout the State 
to refer 
the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law pass­ 
ed by the last General Assembly, will 
be carefully scrutinized by represen­ 
tatives of the Associated Industries 
of Missouri when they are filed with 
the Secretary of State. Every signa 
ture, the validity of which is doubtful, 
will be carefully examined and 
the 
question of whether it is genuine will 
be investigated, according to Elmer 
Donnell, Managing Director of 
the 
Associated Industries. 
This organization is combining with 
the 
Missouri 
Federation 
of Labor, 
and the State organizations of 
the 
“Big Four’’ rail brotherhoods, is ask­ 
ing the people of Missouri to refuse 
to sign petitions which would submit 
the Compensation Act to the voters 
at the election in November, 1926. 
Compensation laws have twiee been 
referred in Missouri. 
In each case, 
supporters of the measure have claim­ 
ed that many names were fraudulent­ 
ly signed to the petitions. 
It is al­ 
leged that tax lists, poll tax books, 
and even telephone directories 
were 
drawn upon for names. Entire sheets 
of signatures, all in the same hand­ 
writing, it is claimed, included many 
errors in initials or the spelling 
of 
names. 
No eff^ft has 
been 
made in the 
past to prosecute the circulators 
of 
the petitions bearing fraudulent sig­ 
natures, according 
to 
Donnell, 
If 
such lists are submitted to hte Sec­ 
retary of State this time, those 
re­ 
sponsible will be made to suffer. 
Under the Missouri law, it is a fel­ 
ony for a person to sign any 
other 
name other than his own to a petition, 
or to knowingly sign his name more 
than once for the same measure 
at 
the some election, or to sign when he 
or she is not a legal voter. 
The punishment for 
violation of 
this statute may be either by a fine, 
not to exceed $500, or by imprison­ 
ment in the penitentiary for not 
to 
exceed two years, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 
Petitions are being circulated, 
in 
many instances, by persons who 
do 
not understand the purpose for which 
they are securing names, who 
are 
working wholly for the few cents per 
name which they are paid. 
The referendum is being promoted, 
according to Donnell, by group of a t­ 
torneys specializing 
in damage-suit 
legislation, who will be deprived 
of 
much of this profitable business when 
the compensation 
law 
becomes e f­ 
fective.

The mela at Sonepore, in the prov­ 
ince of Bihar and Orisso, is not whol­ 
ly a religious 
festival. 
Merchants 
are well aware that holiday-making 
people require food 
and that 
their 
festive spirit will partly express it­ 
self, if givgn the opportunity, in the 
purchase of 
trinkets 
and 
colored 
cloths. 
Silver and ivory ornaments, 
crimson and green parrots from 
the 
Himalaya—-everything, in fact, from 
dromedaries to trousers buttons—may 
be bought fi one has the courage and 
the constitution to spend a morning 
in the bazaar. 
Cattle, buffaloes, ele­ 
phants and horses are brought to Son­ 
epore from all parts of the country; 
silk and brass merchants come down 
from Kashmir and up from Benares 
and the south of India. On an aver­ 
age some eighty thousand horses and 
more than seven hundred elephants 
are put up for sale each year. 
Seven 
hundred 
elephants! 
They 
are tethered in long, parallel lines un­ 
der the shade of the mango-trees— 
every size of elephant from a tiny, 
11-week-old baby, almost to be covet­ 
ed for a pet (the price, $1,009, might, 
however, deter a purchaser), to enor­ 
mous old tuskers, 
who 
swing their 
trunks and frighten passers-by with 
their sudden 
bellowing». 
The 
ele­ 
phants' foreheads are rubbed with oil 
until the taut skin shines like a 
bald 
head in the sunshine, and their faces 
are decorated in bright-colored chalks 
with designs not unlike those 
with 
which the Hindu patterns the walls of 
his mud house. 
To the uninitiated these elephants 
all look in splendid condition, but the 
buyer is a wary person who does not 
allow’ himself to be deceived by a pol­ 
ished forehead 
and royal trappings. 
The cloth is removed from an 
ani­ 
mal’s back, and a careful search isin- 
stituted to make sure that the ma­ 
hout has not used a black liquid, like 
stove enamel, to cover up scars from 
the 
friction 
of an illfitting howdah. 
Next the elephant must kneel, so that 
the soles of its back feet may be in­ 
spected, 
and 
then lie down on its 
side, so that the soles of the fore feet 
are visible. The under surface of the 
foot should be smooth, but, in those 
instances where the feet are cracked 
and scored with deep lines, the ma­ 
hout has cleverly camouflaged 
their 
condition by filling up the interstices 
with putty. 
A good elephant possesses eighteen 
toes (uve on each of its fore and four 
on each of its hind feet, and, if it has 
only sixteen toes, quitefiv e hundred 
rupees will be knocked off the price. 
Seme mahouts are skillful enough to 
glue an additional toe on to a fore 
foot that nature has failed to supply 
with 
its 
proper 
complement. 
For 
one huge tusker, 
twenty 
thousand 
rupees ($6200) is being asked, but 
normal prices vary between seven and 
ten thousand rupees for a full-grown, 
twenty-five-year-old beast. 
At the far end of the bazaar 
are 
the horse and cattle lines. 
It would 
be difficult to classify 
most 
of the 
horses. 
A few are Arabian, Persian 
and Bhutia thoroughbreds. 
The ma­ 
jority of them, however, are of every 
conceivable “commutation 
and per­ 
mutation’’ of cross 
breeding. 
Some 
are in excellent condition and would 
make clever polo-ponies, but for the 
most part they have been worked and 
beaten so continually that they 
are 
worth litle. This is especially true of 
the tattus, or small, native-bred pon­ 
ies, which trot with 
a 
broken step. 
Indians ride them bareback, with feet 
nearly touching the ground, and 
in­ 
cessantly apply a stick to their hind 
quarters. 
The speed at which they 
gallop while they are being tested by 
prospective purchasers is remarkable. 
The cattle and the buffaloes have been 
especially fattened for the fair 
and 
look more sleek 
and 
well-contented 
now' than at any other time of 
the 
year. The cows are small, with flop­ 
ping ears and with a peculiar hump 
of the Indian breed above their shoul­ 
ders. They have had their horns and 
hoofs polished with oil. 
So have the 
buffaloes, which also have been oiled 
all over until they shine a glistening 
black. 
For eleven months in the year the 
population of Sonepore is scant and 
the village differs in no way from any 
other of India. 
Its Europeans total 
six civil servants and railway officials, 
and its natives number a few hundred. 
But once a year, at the November full 
moon, vast multitudes come from 30, 
80, a 150 miles away, to attend 
the 
mela, probably one of the oldest and 
certainly one of the largest fairs in 
India. 
The roads, from all points of 
the 
compass, are , for 
the 
time, living 
streams of people. 
They arrive 
on 
foot, in ekkas, crowded upon bullock 
carts, astride diminutive ponies; 
as 
maney as an inadequate train service 
will permit travel by railway; and yet 
others 
cover 
the distance in boats. 
For days and nights they come pour­ 
ing into the town—some seven hun­ 
dred thousand of them—weary with 
their pilgrimage, yet buoyed up with 
the thought of ten days’ joy ahead.

“No other great improvement 
in 
our dairy herds can be obtained at so 
low a cost as the improvement by the 
use of better bulls". 
This comment 
is made by the Bureau of Dairying, 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, in the foreword of a 
new 
directory of co-operative bull asso­ 
ciations in the United States. 
The statement is based on the com­ 
parative milk and butter fat records 


of large numbers of cows and of their 
daughters sired by purebred bulls. In 
milk production the daughters excell­ 
ed their dams by 14.5 per cent, on an 
average and in butterfat production 
by 16 per cent. 
These figures repre­ 
sent an increased milk yield of 966 
pounds and 
an 
increased butterfat 
yield of 48 pounds. That the increas­ 
es are due to qualities inherited from 
the purebred sires is a fair conclusion 
based on the knowledge that in near­ 
ly every case the dams and daughters 
were in the same herd and reeived the 
same care. 
The new directory shows that at the 
beginning of this year there were 220 
co-operative bull associations in the 


United 
States. 
These 
associations 
owned 1003 carefully 
selected pure­ 
bred dairy sires. 
While the increase 
in production because of good breed­ 
ing is very noticeable in the first gen­ 
eration, the benefits are also accumu­ 
lative, though the gains are usually 
less rapid in subsequent 
generations.

INTERSTATE ROADS 
TO BE DESIGNATED 


Washington, May 18.— Highway of­ 
ficials of 11 Mississippi Valley States 
wil1 meet in Kansas City on May 27 
to designate the important interstate 


roads in these states which will 
be 
uniformly marked 
as 
Vnited States 
highways. 
The 
meeting 
is the out­ 
come of the initial conference of the 


Joint Board of Interstate Highways, 
composed of State and Federal high­ 
way officials which was held in Wash­ 
ington April 20 and 21. 
The first of 
a series of regional meetings was held 
in San Francisco on May 15 and 
the 
Kansas City meeting will be follow­ 
ed by meetings 
in Chicago, Atlanta, 
New York and Boston for the pur­ 
pose of selecting the important inter­ 
state roads which, after co-ordination 
as between the various sections, will 
be known as United States highways. 
The selected routes will be desig­ 
nated by 
number 
and marked uni­ 
formly in all states with a standard 
marker. 
As a basis for the selection 
of the routes, each State highway de­ 
partment will present at the meeting 
a map showing the routes within the 
State which, in the opinion of the de­ 
partment, should be selected. 
Offici­ 
als of the 
State 
Highway 
Depart­ 
ments of North Dakota, South 
Da­ 
kota, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sah, Texas and Louisiana will be pres­ 
ent at the meeting. 
The proposal 
to designate import­ 
ant interestate roads and mark 
them 
uniformly was initiated by the Amer­ 
ican Association of State 
Highway 
Officials at the annual meeting of the 
association in San Francisco in No­ 
vember, 1924, when the Secretary of 
Agriculture 
was 
asked 
to name a 
joint board to consider the matter. 
There has 
been 
a feeling among 
highway officials for some time that 
a remedy should 
be found for 
the 
present confused situation in respect 
to interstate roads. Information was 
presented at the recent meeting of the 
Joint Board in 
Washington showing 
that ovrelapping of named routes 
is 
common. 
There 
are 
few 
of such 
routes that are not coincident in part 
with other routes. 
One well-known 
route 1500 miles long overlaps 
other 
routes for 70 per cent of its length. 
Ten different routes are involved 
in 
this overlapping and in places 
two 


or three of them coincide for 
many 
miles. 
At the regional meetings tentative 
proposals 
with 
respect to the form 
and color of warning and direction'll 
signs for the interstate roads will be 
presented to the State highway offici­ 
als 
for 
consideration. 
It has been 
tentatively decided to adopt a stand­ 
ard round sign for marking all rail­ 
road crossings and an octagonal sign 
to indicate danger or stop, a diamond- 
shaped 
sign for caution or slow, 
a 
square sign to indicate “look” or at­ 
tention, and a rectangular shape for 
directional or informational signs.

General Otto, in a letter sent by him 
today to all 
the 
Prosecuting A ttor­ 
neys of the State, held th a t a m arri­ 
age license cannot be legally issued 
to a girl under 21 years of age, w ith­ 
out consent of parent or guardian. 
Some recorders of Missouri 
have 
been issuing licenses w ithout question 
in cases of girls over 18, the age un­ 
der the old law prior to suffrage, 
at 
which women attained their legal m a­ 
jority in Missouri in 1921. 
A ttorney General O tto’s ruling was 
made when Recorder of Deeds Nicho­ 
las of Clay County complained 
th at 
he was “losing many custom ers” and 
the consequent fees because he

The petitions now being circulated 
throughout the State 
to refer 
the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law pass­ 
ed by the last General Assembly, will 
be carefully scrutinized by represen­ 
tatives of the Associated Industries 
of Missouri when they are filed with 
the Secretary of State. Every signa 
ture, the validity of which is doubtful, 
will be carefully examined and 
the 
question of whether it is genuine will 
be investigated, according to Elmer 
Donnell, Managing Director of 
the 
Associated Industries. 
This organization is combining with 
the Missouri 
Federation of Labor, 
and the State organizations of 
the 
‘‘Big Four” rail brotherhoods, is ask 
ing the people of Missouri to refuse 
to sign petitions which would submit 
the Compensation Act to the voters 
at the election in November, 1926. 
Compensation laws have twice been 
referred in Missouri. 
In each case, 
supporters of the measure have claim­ 
ed that many names were fraudulent­ 
ly signed to the petitions. 
It is al­ 
leged that tax lists, poll tax books 
and even telephone directories 
were 
drawn upon for names. Entire sheets 
of signatures, all in the same hand 
writing, it is claimed, included many 
errors in initials or the spelling 
of 
names. 
No effort has 
been 
made in the 
past to prosecute the circulators 
of 
the petitions bearing fraudulent sig 
natures, according to 
Donnell, 
such lists are submitted to hte Sec 
retary of State this time, these re­ 
sponsible will be made to suffer. 
Under the Missouri law, it is a fel 
ony for a person to sign any other 
name other than his own to a petition 
or to knowingly sign his name more 
than once for the same measure 
at 
the some election, or to sign when he 
or she is not a legal voter. 
The punishment for violation of 
this statute may be either by a fine, 
not to exceed $500, or by imprison­ 
ment in the penitentiary for not 
to 
exceed two years, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 
Petitions are being circulated, 
in 
many instances, by persons who 
do 
not understand the purpose for which 
they are securing names, who 
are 
working wholly for the few cents per 
name which they are paid. 
The referendum is being promoted, 
according to Donnell, by group of at­ 
torneys specializing 
in damage-suit 
legislation, who will be deprived of 
much of this profitable business when 
the compensation 
law 
becomes ef­ 
fective.

ele­ 
phants’ foreheads are rubbed with oil 
until the taut skin shines like a 
bald 
head in the sunshine, and their faces 
are decorated in bright-colored chalks 
with designs not unlike those 
with 
which the Hindu patterns the walls of 
his mud house. 
To the uninitiated these elephants 
all look in splendid condition, but the 
buyer is a wary person who does not 
allow himself to be deceived by a pol­ 
ished forehead 
and royal trappings, i 
The cloth is removed from an 
ani­ 
mal’s back, and a careful search isin- 
stltuted to make sure that the ma 
hout has not used a black liquid, like 
stove enamel, to cover up scars from 
the friction of an illfitting howdah. 
Next the elephant must kneel, so that 
the soles of its back feet may be in­ 
spected, 
and 
then lie down on its 
side, so that the soles of the fore feet 
are visible. The under surface of the 
foot should be smooth, but, in those 
instances where the feet are cracked 
and scored with deep lines, the ma­ 
hout has cleverly camouflaged their 
condition by filling up the interstices 
with putty. 
A good elephant possesses eighteen 
toes (iive on each of its fore and four 
on each of its hind feet, and, if it has 
only sixteen toes, quitefiv e hundred 
rupees will be knocked off the price. 
Seme mahouts are skillful enough to 
glue an additional toe on to a fore 
foot that nature has failed to supply 
with 
its 
proper complement. 
For 
one huge tusker, 
twenty 
thousand 
rupees ($6206) is being asked, but 
normal prices vary between seven and 
ten thousand rupees for a full-grown, 
twenty-five-year-old beast. 
At the far end of the bazaar are 
the horse and cattle lines. It would 
be difficult to classify 
most of the 
horses. 
A few are Arabian, Persian 
and Bhutia thoroughbreds. 
The ma­ 
jority of them, however, are of every 
conceivable “commutation 
and per­ 
mutation” of cross 
breeding. 
Some 
are in excellent condition and would 
make clever polo-ponies, but for the 
most part they have been worked and 
beaten so continually that they 
are 
worth litle. This is especially true of 
the tattus, or small, native-bred pon­ 
ies, which trot with a broken step 
Indians ride them bareback, with feet 
nearly touching the ground, and 
in­ 
cessantly apply a stick to their hind 
quarters. The speed at which they 
gallop while they are being tested by 
prospective purchasers is remarkable. 
The cattle and the buffaloes have been 
especially fattened for the fair and 
look more sleek 
and well-contented 
now than at any other time of 
the 
year. The cows are small, with flop­ 
ping ears and with a peculiar hump 
of the Indian breed above their shoul 
ders. They have had their horns and 
hoofs polished with oil. 
So have the 
buffaloes, which also have been oiled 
all over until they shine a glistening 
black. 
For eleven months in the year the 
population of Sonepore is scant and 
the village differs in no way from any 
other of India. 
Its Europeans total 
six civil servants and railway officials, 
and its natives number a few hundred. 
But once a year, at the November full 
moon, vast multitudes come from 30, 
80, a 150 miles away, to attend 
the 
mela, probably one of the oldest and 
certainly one of the largest fairs in 
India. 
The roads, from all points of 
the 
compass, are , for the 
time, living 
streams of people. 
They arrive 
on 
foot, in ekkas, crowded upon bullock 
carts, astride diminutive ponies; 
as 
maney as an inadequate tram service 
will permit travel by railway; and yet 
others 
cover 
the distance in boats. 
For days and nights they come pour­ 
ing into the town—some seven hun­ 
dred thousand of them—weary with 
their pilgrimage, yet buoyed up with 
the thought of ten days' joy ahead. 
Before the World War the Sonepore 
“meet” was famous among the Euro­ 
peans stationed throughout India. In­ 
digo planters, civil servants, 
rail-

HIGHER-PRODUCING OFFSPRING 


“No other great improvement 
in 
our dairy herds can be obtained at so 
low a cost as the improvement by the 
use of better bulls”. 
This comment 
is made by the Bureau of Dairying, 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, in the foreword of u 
new 
directory of co-operative bull asso­ 
ciations in the United States. 
The statement is based on the com­ 
p arative milk and butter fat records 


of large numbers of cows and of their 
daughters sired by purebred bulls. In 
milk production the daughters excell­ 
ed their dams by 14.5 per cent, on an 
average and in butterfat production 
by 16 per cent. These figures repre­ 
sent an increased milk yield of 966 
pounds and 
an 
increased butterfat 
yield of 48 pounds. That the increas­ 
es are due to qualities inherited from 
the purebred sires is a fair conclusion 
based on the knowledge that in near­ 
ly every case the dams and daughters 
were in the same herd and rceived the 
same care. 
The new directory shows that at the 
beginning of this year there were 220 
co-operative bull associations in the 


United 
States. 
These 
associations 
owned 1003 carefully 
selected pure­ 
bred dairy sires. 
While the increase 
in production because of good breed­ 
ing is very noticeable in the first gen­ 
eration, the benefits are also accumu­ 
lative, though the gains are usually 
less rapid in subsequent generations.

INTERSTATE ROADS 
TO BE DESIGNATED 


Washington, May 18.—Highway of­ 
ficial* of U Mississippi Valley States 
wil’ meet in Kansas City on May 27 
to designate the im portant interstate 
roads in these states which will 
be 
uniformly marked 
as 
Vnited States 
highways. The 
meeting 
is the out­ 
come of the initial conference of the 
Joint Board of Interstate Highways, 
composed of State and Federal high­ 
way officials which was held in Wash­ 
ington April 20 nnd 21. 
The first of 
a series of regional meetings was held 
in San Francisco on May 15 and the 
Knnsas City meeting will be follow­ 
ed by meetings 
in Chicago, Atlanta, 
New York and Boston for the pur­ 
pose of selecting the important inter­ 
state roads which, after co-ordination 
as between the various sections, will 
be known as United States highways. 
The selected routes will be desig­ 
nated by 
number 
and marked uni­ 
formly in all states with a standard 
marker. 
As a basis for the selection 
of the routes, each State highway de­ 
partm ent will present at the meeting 
a map showing the routes within the 
State which, in the opinion of the de­ 
partm ent, should be selected. 
Offici­ 
als of the 
State 
Highway 
Depart­ 
ments of North Dakota, South 
Da­ 
kota, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sah, Texas and Louisiana will be pres­ 
ent at the meeting. 
The proposal 
to designate import­ 
ant interestate roads and mark them 
uniformly was initiated by the Amer­ 
ican Association of State 
Highway 
Officials at the annual meeting of the 
association in San Francisco in No­ 
vember, 1924, when the Secretary of 
Agriculture 
was 
asked 
to name a 
joint board to consider the matter. 
There has 
been 
a feeling among 
highway officials for some time that 
a remedy should 
be found for 
the 
present confused situation in respect 
to interstate roads. 
Information was 
presented at the recent meeting of the 
Joint Board in 
Washington showing 
that ovrelapping of named routes 
is 
common. 
There 
are 
few 
of such 
routes that are not coincident in part 
with other routes. 
One well-known 
route 1500 miles long overlaps other 
routes for 70 per cent of its length. 
Ten different routes are involved 
in 
this overlapping and in places 
two 


or three of .them coincide for 
many 
miles. 
At the regional meetings tentative; 
proposals 
with 
respect to the form 
and color of wnrning and direction'll 
signs for the interstate roads will be 
presented to the State highway offici­ 
als 
for 
consideration. 
It has been 
tentatively decided to adopt a stand­ 
ard round sign for marking all rail- 
read crossings nnd an octagonal sign 
to indicate danger or stop, a Jiamond- 
shaped 
sign for caution or slow, 
a 
square sign to indicate “look” or a t­ 
tention, and a rectangular shape for 
directional or informational signs.
